BALFE (MICHAEL) 


BALFE: The Bohemian Girl — Then You'll Remem- 
ber Me & MARSHALL: | Hear You Calling Me. 
Christopher Lynch (tenor) & Orchestra conduct- 
ed by Maximilian Pilzer. 10' record (2 sides), 
No. V-10-1276; price 794. 

Two favorite tenor ballads sung by Christo- 
pher Lynch. The recording is satisfactory. This 
‘seems to be the only record available of the Balfe 
selection. 


BEETHOVEN (LUDWIG VAN) 


BEETHOVEN: Sonata No. 14 in C sharp minor, 
Op. 27, No. 2 ("Moonlight") (3 sides) & 
Sonata No. 20 in G major, Op. 49, No. 2 — 
Menuetto only (1 side). Oscar Levant (piano). 
Two 12" records in Set CX-273}; price com- 
plete with album $3.15. 


This may be put down as one of the most 
erratic performances of the "Moonlight" Sonata 
which has been recorded. Mr. Levant's rhythmically 
unstable reading has been rather harshly recorded. 
The upper register of the instrument sounds brit- 
tle and clangy. Of the many recordings available, 
this is one of the least satisfactory .

BEETHOVEN: Sonata No. 14 in C sharp minor, 
Op. 27, No. 2 ("Moonlight"). Vladimir Horo- 
witz (piano). Two 12" records (4 sides) in Set 
VM-I115}: price complete with album $3.00.

BEETHOVEN: Sonata No. 8 in C minor, Op, 13 
("Pathetique") — Adagio cantabile only. Oscar 
Levant (piano). 10" record (2 sides), No. C- 
17403D; price 794. 


One of Beethoven's best-known sonata move- 
ments played in a rather amateurish manner by 
Oscar Levant. The recording is fair. 


BELLINI (VINCENZO) 


BELLINI: Norma — Overture & TCHAIKOVSKY: 
The Oprichnik — Overture. National Symphony 
Orchestra conducted by Anatole Fistoulari. 12" 
imported record (2 sides), No. D-KI291; price 
$2.10. 


As far as we can trace, this is the first re- 
cording of the Overture to Tchaikovsky's early 
opera about the dreaded bodyguards of lvan the 
Terrible. It is a melodious piece, combining the 
menacing theme of the bodyguards and an aria 
from the second act. Gerald Abraham, in his re- 
cent "Music of Tchaikovsky", says that this opera 
is Meyerbeer translated into Russian. The rather 
short orchestral introduction to the opera certain- 
ly bears him out. 


On the reverse side is a rather unorthodox 
yet effective reading of the overture to Bellini's 
masterpiece "Norma." 


The recording is excellent in both selections. 


BERLIOZ (HECTOR) 


BERLIOZ: Réverie et Caprice, Op. 8. Josef Szi- 
geti (violin) & Philharmonia Orchestra conduct- 
ed by Constant Lambert. 12" imported record 
(2 sides), No. C-LX946; price $2.62. 


Here is a treat for all lovers of Berlioz. A 
seldom performed miniature, this work is a loose 
jointed and rhapsodic concerto movement with a 
solo violin balanced aaainst a large orchestra. 
Mr. Szigeti provides some of the finest playing 
heard in a long time.. The soloist and the or- 
chestra are reproduced with realism in this re- 
markable recording. 
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BOWLES (PAUL) 


BOWLES: Night Without Slee 
Romolo de Spirito (tenor) i Carrington Welch 
(piano). Three 10" records (6 sides) in Set 
DISC-730; price complete with album $3.93. 


Contents: Night Without Sleep & Song for My 
Sister (from "The Garden of Disorder"); You Can't 
Trust In Love, You're Right, the Day Ain't Mine & 
Think of All the Hair Dressing (from "Denmark 
Vesey"); When Rain or Love Began; Sailor's Song; 
They Can't Stop Death, 


The lyrics for the last song are by Joe Massey 
and the rest are by Charles Henri Ford. Three 
excerpts from the opera “Denmark Vesey" are 
included as are two settings from Mr. Ford's col- 
lection of poems "The Garden of Disorder." The 
booklet with the set contains the texts of the 
poems as well as notes about the artists involved, 
the composer and the poet. 


Mr. De Spirito's rather innocuous voice has 
been fairly well recorded. This album will have 
only limited appeal. 


BUCKY (FRIDA SARSEN) 


BUCKY: Hear the Wind Whispering & SCOTT: 
Lullaby, Op. 57, No. 2. Marian Anderson (con- 
tralto) & Franz Rupp (piano). 10" record (2 
sides), No. V-10-1260; price 794. 


Two popular encore favorites of Miss Ander- 
son, sung in her accustomed style. The recording 
is good. This is a first recording of the Bucky 
lyric and Kirsten Flagstad's version of Cyril Scott's 
"Lullaby", included in her Song Recital album 
(VM-342, out of stock as we go to press) is the 
only other one listed at the present time. 


CACCINI (GIULIO) 


CACCINI: Amarilli & DONAUDY: O del mio 
amato ben. Beniamino Gigli (tenor in Italian) 
& Orchestra. 12" imported record (2 sides), 
No. G-DB6313; price $2.62. 


Two pre-war Gigli recordings, recently re- 
leased in England, reveal the tenor's remarkable 
voice in two Italian songs. The Caccini work, 
dating from the sixteenth century is easily one of 
his most restrained bits of singing. The lovely 
texture of the voice is ideally suited for this song. 
The recording is excellent and the orchestra, un- 
der the leadership of Lawrance Collingwood, is 
equally fine. The popular Donaudy lyric on the 
reverse side is also well sung. 
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CAILLIET (LUCIEN) 


CAILLIET: Variations on "Pop! Goes the Weasel’. 
Carnegie "Pops" Orchestra conducted by Char- 
les O'Connel. 10" record (2 sides), No. C 
4368M; price 79€. 


. A sprightly performance of Lucien Cailliet's 
"Variations on ‘Pop! Goes the Weasel’ has been 
effectively recorded. An earlier recording by the 
Boston "Pops" Orchestra is noisier, but this rec- 
ord, which introduces the Carnegie "Pops" Or- 
chestra is equally attractive. 


CHOPIN (FREDERIC) 


CHOPIN: Concerto No. 2 in F minor, Op. 21, 
for Piano and Orchestra. Artur Rubinstein (pi- 
ano) & NBC Symphony Orchestra conducted by 
William Steinberg (7 sides) & Berceuse, Op. 57. 
Artur Rubinstein (piano solo) (1 side). Four 
12" records in Set VM-1012f; price complete 
with album $5.10. 


This set, listed in last month's SUPPLEMENT, 
is a most welcome recording. Mr. Rubinstein's 
earlier recording of this work was one of the finest 
of the early electrical sets, and since the pianist 
is one of the outstanding interpreters of the score, 
it is fitting that he should re-record it. The pres- 
ent performance easily outclasses both of the 
available recordings from both a technical and an 
interpretive point of view. The balance between 
the orchestra and the piano is excellent in this 
recording, made in Carnegie Hall. 


On the last side, Mr. Rubinstein gives a 
sympathetic and poetic rendition of the "Ber- 
couse.” Here again the pianist is in excellent 
form. 


CHOPIN: Waltz No. 7 in C sharp minor, Op. 64, 
No. 2 & MENDELSSOHN: Songs without Words 
—Elegy, Op. 85, No, 4 & Spring Song, Op. 62, 
No. 6. Vladimir Horowitz (piano). 12" record 
(2 sides), No. V-11-9519; price $1.05.

DUPARC (HENRI) 


DUPARC: L'invitation au Voyage & Elégie (On 
the Death of Robert Emmet). Pierre Bernac 
(baritone in French) & Francis Poulenc (piano). 
12" imported record (2 sides), Nos. G-DB6312: 
price $2.62. 
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Henri Duparc's song "Elégie" was recorded 
once before by Charles Panzéra but that record 
is not available at the present time. The song 
is based on a translation of Thomas Moore's poem 
"On the Death of Robert Emmet." The text for 
“L'Invitation au Voyage" is by Baudelaire. This 
has been recorded many times, but never more 
effectively than by Maggie Teyte in the GRAMO- 
PHONE SHOP ALBUM of "Famous French 
Songs." Although the new version is beautifully 
sung by Pierre Bernac, it is less effective than the 
Teyte rendering. The present recording is excel- 
lent from a technical point of view. 


FALLA (MANUEL DE) 


FALLA: El Amor Brujo — Complete recording. 
Carol Brice (contralto in Spanish) & Pittsburgh 
Symphony Orchestra conducted by Fritz Reiner. 
Three 12" records (6 sides) in Set CM-633}: 
price complete with album $4.20. 


FALLA: El Amor Brujo — Complete recording. 
Nan Merriman (contralto in Spanish) & Holly- 
wood Bowl Orchestra conducted by Leopold 
Stokowski. Three 12" records (6 sides) in Set 
VM-10891; price complete with album $4.05. 


We have waited many years for a new com- 
plete recording of Manuel de Falla's “El Amor 
Brujo,” and this month we have two fine perform- 
ances from which to choose. Some months aao 
we had an abridged performance featuring the 
late Argentinita and the Ballet Theatre Orchestra 
[D-DA390), but that set was not particularly well 
recorded. Each of the new sets merits the atten- 
tion of the collector. The Victor album, featuring 
Leopold Stokowski and the Hollywood Bowl Or- - 
chestra with Nan Merriman is particularly well 
recorded. The conductor's sharp sense of or- 
chestral coloration is ideally demonstrated in this 
vivid score, and the singer's enunciation is always 
clear and sensuous. On the other hand, many 
details are brought forward in the Reiner interpre- 
tation which are slighted in the Stokowski rendi- 
tion. The recording of the Pittsburgh Orchestra 
is forceful and vivid. Miss Brice's big, warm voice 
is displayed to advantage, although she seems 
less at home in the music than Miss Merriman. 
All in all, the advantages of recording and inter- 
pretation seem to favor the Victor set, although 
Reiner's performance is not to be dismissed lightly. 


A word should be said about the excellent 
notes in the Victor set, which also include the 
text in Spanish with an English translation.

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HANDEL (GEORGE FREDERICK) 


HANDEL: Messiah — "Complete" recording. Iso- 
bel Baillie (soprano), Gladys Ripley (contralto), 
James Johnston (tenor), Norman Walker (bass) 
with the Huddersfield Choral Society & Liver- 
pool Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by Mal- 
colm Sargent. Nineteen 12" records (38 sides) 
in Set CM-556]; price complete with two al- 
bums and container $23.63. 


A new recording of Handel's greatest work, 
"Messiah", has long been needed. It is fortunate 
that the Huddersfield Choral Society (familiar to 
collectors through its recordings of Walton's 
"Belshazzar's Feast," Holst's "Hymn of Jesus," 
and Elgar's "Dream of Gerontius") was chosen 
for the job, for it is one of the finest choral or- 
ganizations in England today. The playing of the 
Liverpool Philharmonic Orchestra under the dis- 
tinguished direction of Malcolm Sargent is ex- 
cellent throughout the long score. Of the soloists, 
Gladys Ripley and Norman Walker make the best 
showing. Miss Baillie's charming voice is ideal for 
this music, but the recording is not too kind to 
her top register Mr. Johnston is adequate. The 
recording, made in the Huddersfield Town Hall, 
is spacious and quite well-balanced. 


It should be mentioned that this is not a com- 
plete performance of the score, for Nos. 34 to 36 
end Nos. 49 to 52 have been omitted (as is usual- 
ly. done in concert performances). Of the omitted 
portions, Isobel Baillie has recorded No. 52, "If 
God be for us, who can be against us?", but 
this record (C-DX1154) is out of stock as we go 
to press. |t should also be noted that the num- 
bers of the sections are somewhat different from 
those used in the GRAMOPHONE SHOP EN- 
CYCLOPEDIA. 


The excellent accompanying booklet has back- 
ground notes by Paul Affelder as well as the com- 
plete text. In addition. there are photographs of 
the soloists, conductor, orchestra and chorus. The 
two volumes are enclosed in & durable box con- 
tainer.

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HANDEL: The Great Elopement — Ballet Suite 
(arr. Sir Thomas Beecham). 
monic Orchestra conducted by Sir Thomas Bee- 
cham. Three 12" records (6 sides) in Set VM- 
10931; price complete with album $4.05. 

The imported pressings of this set were re- 
viewed in the January SUPPLEMENT. Sir Thomas 
Beecham's delightful ballet based on the romantic 
elopement of Richard Sheridan and Elizabeth 
Linley is drawn from Handel's operas "Rodrigo," 
"I| Pastor Fido" "Ariodante," "Il Parnasso in 
Festa," "Teseo" and also from the posthumous 
harpsichord Suites, 

The domestic issue of this set is most welcome. 
It might be noted, for those who prefer them, 
that we still have a limited supply of the imported 
pressings of this suite (G-DB6295/7; price $7.86) 
which was issued in manual sequence only. The 
domestic set is issued in automatic as well as 
manual sequence. è 


KENNEDY-FRASER (MARJORY) 


KENNEDY-FRASER: An Eriskay Love Lilt & A 
Fairy's Love Song (from "Songs of the Hebri- 
des"). Isobel Baillie (soprano) & Gerald Moore 
(piano). 10" imported record (2 sides), No. 
C-DB2239; price $1.85. 


Two of the best known selections from Mar- 
jory Kennedy-Fraser's collection of "Songs of the 
Hebrides" are sung to perfection by Isobel Baillie, 
whose lovely voice has seldom been recorded with 
greater fidelity. The balance is excellent. Few 
of these songs are available at the present time, 
so it is with pleasure that we welcome Miss Bail- 
lie's interpretations. Quantities are limited at the 
present time. 


KHACHATURIAN (ARAM) 


KHACHATURIAN: Gayne — Ballet Suite. Phil- 
harmonic-Symphony Orchestra of New York con- 
ducted by Efrem Kurtz. Three 12" records (6 
sides) in Set CM-664t; price complete with al- 
bum $4.20. 

Aram Khachaturian's ballet "Gayne" has not 
been performed in the United States as yet. This 
attractive recording should do much to spread the 
tidings about that there is another fine con- 
temporary ballet score which should be mounted. 

Dating from 1942, the ballet is named after 
the composer's wife. Differences in the Russian 
and Western alphabet account for the several 
spellings of the title. The score won the First 
Degree Stalin Prize. The sections recorded are 
entitled: Sabre Dance; Dance of Ayshe; Dance of 
the Rose Maidens; Dance of the Kurds; Lullaby; 
Dance of the Young Kurds; Armen's Variations; 
Lezghinka. Two of these selections, the "Sabre 
Dance" and "Lezghinka" were released by Com- 
pass on USSR-12502/3. There is also another se- 
lection, called merely "Russian Dance" on USSR- 
12804/5, which is not included in the -present 
suite, 


London Philhar 7 
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Efrem Kurtz has made a reputation conducting 
recordings of ballet scores, so it is logical that he 
should have been chosen for this contemporary 
score. The recording is well balanced and clear. 
The orchestra plays this bright and melodious 
score with zest and fine spirit. 


LEONCAVALLO (RUGGIERO) 


LEONCAVALLO: I Pagliacci — Prologue. Paolo 
Silveri (baritone in Italian) & Royal Opera Or- 
chestra, Covent Garden, conducted by Franco 
Patanè. 12" imported record (2 sides), No. 
C-DX1304; price $2.62. 


A record by one of Italy's leading baritones 
who recently sang at Covent Garden during the 
Italian season. Possessing a pleasant, but light 
voice, Mr. Silveri has been well recorded in a 
resonant chamber. The orchestral accompaniment 
is very realistic.

Really lovely performances of two celebrated 
songs. Miss Hammond's voice has seldom sounded 
more attractive, and the 'celli obbligati are su- 
perbly played by Anthony Pini and James White- 
head. Gerald Moore is the able accompanist. The 
recording is excellent. 


MENDELSSOHN (FELIX) 


MENDELSSOHN: Capriccio Brillant, Op 22. Moura 
Lympany (piano) & National Symphony Orches- 
tra conducted by Boyd Neel. 12” imported 
record (2 sides), No. D-K1191; price $2.10. 


A superb rendition of an old-fashioned nine- 
teenth century display piece has been recorded by 
Moura Lympany. This is easily superior to a rather 
poorly recorded performance by Johanna Graudan 
with the Minneapolis Symphony (CX-1971). The 
elegant piano part is played to perfection by

is a constant joy. A fine example of FFRR record- 
ing.

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MOZART 
(WOLFGANG AMADEUS) 


MOZART: Rondo No. 2 in A minor, K. 511. Artur 
Schnabel (piano). 12" imported record (2 
sides), No. G-DB6298; price $2.62. 

Although this rondo has been recorded before, 
the present performance is the only completely 
cien version. Paderewski's performance (V- 
15421) is hardly more than a souvenir of a once 
qut artist and Elly Ney's is likewise unsatisfactory 
rom en interpretive point of view. Guimar No- 
vaes' rendition is no longer available. Schnabel 
recorded this selection during a recent trip to 
England. The recording and performance are most 
praiseworthy. 

MOZART: Rondo in D major, K. 382, for Piano 
and Orchestra. Edwin Fischer (piano) and his 
Chamber Orchestra. 12" imported record (2 
sides), No. G-DB3110; price $2.62. 

We have received a limited supply of Edwin 
Fischer's performance of the D major Rondo of 
Mozart. The record has been discontinued in Eng- 
land, so this is probably the last time we will be 
able to supply this fine record.

MUSSORGSKY (MODESTE) 
MUSSORGSKY: A Night on Bald Mountain (arr. 
Rimsky-Korsakov). Pittsburgh Symphony Orches- 
tra conducted by Fritz Reiner. 12" record (2 
sides), No. C-12470D; price $1.05. 

This may be considered the definitive ver- 
sion of Mussorgsky's famous tone poem, "A Night 
on Bald Mountain.” Fritz Reiner's feeling for the 
score is exactly right and he has been accorded 
most lifelike recording. This record was originally 
listed in the January SUPPLEMENT, and was in- 
advertently omitted in the succeeding issues. 


PHILLIPS (DANIEL) 


PHILLIPS: Concerto in Jazz. Eric James (piano) 
with Charles Shadwell and his Orchestra. 10" 
imported record (2 sides), No. G-B9506; price 
$1.45, 

An example of English “symphonic jazz" has 
been recorded with clever effect by Eric James 
with Charles Shadwell and his Orchestra. The 
recording as such is good. 


PISTON (WALTER) 


PISTON: Prelude and Allegro for Organ and 
Orchestra. E. Power Biggs (organ) & Boston 
Symphony Orchestra conducted by Serge Kous- 
sevitzky, 12" record (2 sides), No. V-11-9262; 
price $1.05. 

Composed in 1943 and dedicated to Mr. 
Biggs, this tuneful and spirited score is obviously 
destined for wide hearing and enjoyment. The 
recording, made in Symphony Hall, Boston, is spa- 
cious and brilliant, with a fairly good balance 
between the organ and the orchestra. This record 
should take its place along side the organ con- 
certos of Handel, Felton, Corelli and Mozart 
which Mr. Biggs has recorded.

POULENC (FRANCIS) 


POULENC: Montparnasse & Le Bestiaire. Pierre 
Bernac (baritone in French) & Francis Poulenc 
(piano). 12" imported record (2 sides), No. 
G-DB6299; price $2.62. 

Pierre Bernac's authentic interpretations of 
these Poulenc lyrics have been perfectly recorded 
with the composer at the piano. The titles of the 
individual songs in "Le Bestiaire" are as follows: 
Le Dromadaire, Le Chèvre de Tibet, La Sauterelle, 
Le Dauphin, L'Ecrevisse, La Carpe. These delight- 
ful settings of poems by Guillaume Appollonaire 
(who also wrote the lyrics for "Montparnasse") 
were recorded once before by Claire Croiza, but 
that record is no longer obtainable. "Montpar- 
nasse" has been called Poulenc's finest song to 
date and this excellent recording would seem to 
bear that statement out.

PROKOFIEV (SERGEI) 


PROKOFIEV: Concerto No. 3 in C major for 
Piano and Orchestra. Dimitri Mitropoulos (pi- 
ano) conducting the Robin Hood Dell Orches- 
tra. Three 12" records (6 sides) in Set CM- 
6671; price complete with album $4.20. 

A new and vivid recording of Prokofiev's most 
popular piano concerio is performed by the bril- 
liant conductor of the Minneapolis Symphony Or- 
chestra who also doubles here as pianist. Written 
between 1917 and 1921, the work was first per- 
formed in Chicago with the composer at the 
piano on Dec. 16, 1921. It has become increas- 
ingly popular in the last few years since part of it 
was used in the ballet "Gala Performance". 

The present performance is the first appear- 
ance of Mr. Mitropoulos in the role of piano solo- 
ist on records. Many years have passed since the 
composer's version (in VM-I76}) was released, 
so it is not surprising that the newer version is 
infinitely better recorded. There will be those who 
feel that the composer's treatment of the difficult 
piano part is more brilliant than the present ver- 
sion. On the other hand, there is no denying 
the more attractive sound of the Columbia record- 
ing. Thus, the present performance may be whole- 
heartedly recommended. 

PROKOFIEV: Symphony No. 5 in B flat major, 
Op. 100. Boston Symphony Orchestra conducted 
by Serge Koussevitzky. Five 12" records (10 
sides) in Set VM-1095]; price complete with al- 
bum $6.15.

A lively and amusing overture by the con- 
temporary Alan Rawsthorne has been recorded 
under the auspices of the British Council. This 
is delightfully performed by the Philharmonia Or- 
chestra under the competent direction of Constant 
Lambert.

Since that recording was the only récent 
one (Dr. Stokowski's earlier recording dates from 
around 1929), there is a decided need for a new 
and authentic version. The present performance 
may be said to supply that need. Not only is the 
Philadelphia Orchestra well recorded, but the in- 
terpretation is authentic throughout. This is one 
of the best of the recent Philadelphia Orchestra 
performances. 


RIMSKY-KORSAKOV: May Night — Overture. 
London Philharmonic Orchestra conducted by 
Sir Thomas Beecham.

There has been no recording available of the 
overture to Rimsky-Korsakov's opera "May Night" 
for some years.

David Oistrakh is one of the outstanding in- 
strumentalists in the Soviet Union at the present 
fime. He won prizes in Kiev, Moscow, Brussels 
and Warsaw prior to the war, and is at present 
a professor at the Moscow conservatory. His stun- 
ning virtuoso playing has been adequately record- 
ed in the present set. The conducting would hard- 
ly be called inspired but the whole performance 
is very effective because of Mr. Oistrakh's superb 
artistry. |t would be a great pleasure to hear 
this artist with a really first-rate orchestra and the 
best of contemporary recording. 

These records, which were pressed in the So- 
viet Union, are of quite fine quality and are

There has been definite artistic pro- 
gress in Mr. Warren's singing since his first rec- 
ords, as will be clearly shown by listening to this 
record. His big voice is better controlled than 
in earlier efforts. The orchestra has been well re- 
corded, but the conducting is hardly inspired.

The recordings, 
made in the Soviet Union, are of astonishingly 
fine quality and the material on which they were 
pressed seems superior to most of the Disc rec- 
ords.

There has been so little recorded from 
these regions, the set should fill a definite gap.

The commentary by Mr. Taylor takes the place 
of notes usually included in albums. By the use 
of the spoken word and records, the commentator 
is able to provide musical themes contained in 
the suite as well as general background material. 
This procedure is similar to that employed by 
Victor many years ago when Dr. Stokowski devoted 
a side or two to a lecture on the music of the 
sets he recorded. 


Rudolph Ganz, conductor of the Children's 
concerts of the Philharmonic-Symphony Orchestra 
of New York and former conductor of the St. 
Louis Symphony, gives a first rate performance of 
the "Holberg Suite" of Edvard Grieg. The in- 
dividual selections are entitled: Prelude, Sara- 
bande, Gavotte, Musette, Air, Rigaudon. The re- 
cording is quite good and the vinylite pressings 
are of excellent quality. The orchestra has no 
connection with the Metropolitan Opera Orchestra, 
currently recording for Columbia.

Erich Leins- 
dorf, former conductor of the Metropolitan Opera 
Orchestra and the Cleveland Symphony, gives a 
most enjoyable reading of this delightful work.
